A DIABOLICAX. PLOT.
_3t developed to-day that a diabollcal

plot was concerted and carried into exe-

cution last night, when much glass in
the car o£ the mail train from Old Point
.was broken. It has been discovered, the

rallway peaple claim, that a stone
weighlng. perhaps clghty pounds, was sus-

pended by a wire alongside the track
I «.nd this, evidenUy done to kill the non-

traion motorman, mlssed him and wreck-
. md the glass.

There were about eighteen men, w-o-
men and children passengers on the car

«nd most of these were cut by flying bits
of glass. Some nairowly escaped be¬

ing blinded and many bled profusely
when all the glasses. save one on one

f?ide of the car, were demolished and fllled
the car with flying glass, some of it flne
as powder.

__.. S. Lindsay, a Norfolk umbrella

manufax.turer, was one of the injured.
He -expresses the belief that dynamite
.was piaced on tho track and thls, explod-
lng, caused the crash of glass, When

irailty be apprehended. The company.
5t is stated. meant to put bloodhounds
on the trall, but a rain fell after the
occurrence and thls made that expedlent
tiscless.

The first disorder reported to-nlght was

lhe firlng of a plstol bullet through the
window of a car passing through Hun-
Jersvllle.
lihe person who ftrcd the shot wns un-

reen.
Shortly aftcrward a shot, apparently

a. pistolj shot, was fired as a car turned
tlie corner of Main and Granby Streets;
that St struck anything was not apparent,
a)though tbe correspondent was within
a few feet of where the shooter seemed
to be.
Persons standing awaitlng cars after-

ward moved on afoot, evidentJy fearing-
to ride in Uie cars. It is apparently the
purpose of strike sympathizers to intlmi-
date those who would ride and the scheme
sems to work. as the cars are running
empty to-night.

3t was said afterward that a pistol
¦was not lired, but that a torpedo was

piaced on the track. This has not been
proved to be true.

SYMPATHIZER CONVICTED.
J. "W. Jenkins, a strike sympathlzer,

.was, this afternoon, by a jury in the

Corporation Court, sentenced to serve

two years in the penitentiary. His coun¬

sel made a motion for a new trial, which
has yet to bo argued.
Jenkins, a cripple, was one of the mob

.who, on one of the mest riotous days of
the '-strike last week, obstructed street
cars on Church Street. He was seen to
"be carrying a heavy board whieh ho

dropped on the track ln front of an np-

proachlng car. He was arrested and was

afterward sent on for trial and released
on bail. He set up in his defense that
lie was carrying the board out of the
xroy and oniy dropped it because ham-

pered by the crowd.
Sectlor. S525 of the Virginia statutes,

.tnder which he was tried .prescribes
fcinder whicl. ihe was tried. prescribes
of a steam railway and pleas were en¬

tered that the street railway had for¬

feited its charter because it failed to run

oara on the two first days of the strike.
These pleas wero overruled by Judge
Hanckel. Jenkins' conviction has given
¦trilce mm-pathizers a shock. Se(v'eral
tweh arrested on similar charges are

tyet to bo tried.

TAX CONSTITUTIONAL.
Supreme Court Renders Opinion ln Tobacco

Tax Test Case.
(By Associated Press.)

WASHINGTON, March _T. -Justlre
Brewer to-day delivered the opin'o ol
lhe United States Supreme CoU.t I'r the
case of James D. Patton vs. .M-_"i:le A.

Brady, exeei_.tr.i_ of the estate of _. D.
Brady, collector ot' Internal Revenue foi
tho Second District of Virginia.
This case involved the constitutionalitv

of ths portion of the war revenue act in-
creasing the tax on tobacco from six
cents to twelve cents per pound.
The conclusion of the court was an¬

nounced to he that:
"It is within the power of Congress to

increase an excise. as well as a property
tax and that such an increase may be
made at least while the property is held
for sale and before it has passed into
the hands of the consumer, and that lc
is no part of tho function of a court to

inquire into tlie reasonableness of the ex¬

cise either as respects the amount or the
property upon which it is imposed. The
act in controversy, so far as the charge
upon this plaintiff is concerned, is con¬

stitutional."

AMBASSADOR TO GERMANY.
Mr. White to Give Up His Post Next

November.
BERLIN, March 17..With expressions

of regret, the newspapers here print a

disnatch from Washington to the eftect
that Andrew D. White, the American Am¬
bassador to Germary, will retire next No¬
vember.

The understanding among State Depart¬
ment officials and among his friends has
been for some time that Mr. White in¬
tended retiring from the post of Ambassa¬
dor at Berlin next November. when he
will reach the age of seventy years. Mr.

MUCH INVOLVED

Problem Seems Far from Bein?
; Settled as Yet.

MEREDITH SCORES A POINT

Secures Adoption of Amendment Striking Oat
Educational Qualification and Or.
Mcllwaine Lands a Change tbat

Results Ia Confusion,

The suffrage conference yesterday morn-

inj. adopted the Meredith amendment to

strike out tho Glass requir.ment of a

strict educational test for registration.
Ihe adoption ot" this feature just befcre
the noon recess made the prospect for
an early settlement of the suffrage light
e. couraging.
Tn the afternoon session. however,

wl.ich most of the time was devoted to

h.'.ibustering and confusion, Dr. Mcll-
v.aine landed an amendment which routed
thc Thom-Gordon forces and placed the
Clf.ss-Daniel side in the saddle again-
The amendment, by striking out the
grandfather feature of the Gordon prop¬
erty qualitication amendment, makes it
l early a straight property qualitication
rrerequisite. The Glass-Daniel element
vrted for it to a man and it was adopted.
Thc object, of course. was to kill off the
Gordon amendment and necessarily the
Meredith amendment of the morning. If
thc amendment is not considered to-day
it means that the work of the past week
v_ll be largely thrown away and that
when the Glass plan is voted on it will
be defeated by as large a majority as

was the majority permanent understand-
in_* report or the Ttirnhull plan.
The end, which seemed in sight at

noon, had bv night become again ob-
scured and bid by clouds, darkness and
uncertainty. The suffrage question is far
from settlement now.

h; Morning onference.
The convention met at noon. being

caUed to order by President Goode, Rev.
Lr. Dunnaway offering prayer. Sixty
three members answered the roll call.
Chairman XV. A. Anderson from the

Committee on Final Revision and Ad¬
justment repoit_u a substitute for his

original resolution.
The convention adopted lt by a unani¬

mous vote and it was ordered printed
1 d communieit .d to the Gen^ial As¬

sembly. lt is given elsewhere in this
issue.
The Convention then adjourned and the

conference was calied at 10:25 o'clock.
SUFFRAGE CONFERENCE.

The tirst move in the conference was a

resolution offered by Mr. Hooker limiting
speeches to ten minutes On vlva voce
vote it was declared adopted. On division
the count was 27 for to 26 against, and it
was declared adopted. The roll call was

demanded and the resolution was defeated
by a tie vote of 31 to 31.
Mr. R. Walton Moore said the Congress

of the United States had settled matters
of the greatest importance under a rule
limiting debate t> twenty minutes He
said that nothing r.ew or novel could be
proposed now on the suffrage question.
Mr. Anderson: "Xou don"t know Mr.

Thom as well as I do."
Mr. Moore accepted an amendment lim¬

iting speeches to fifteen minutes. and it
was adopted by a large majority.
A resolution by Mr. Watson requestmg

a publication of the pairs on roll-call as

well as those actually voting provoked a

lively discussion of the whole question ot
pubication of proceedings of the confer
ence and admitting outsiders at all.
No reflection whatever was made on the

reporters. The criticism was made that
unless a full stenographic report was pub¬
lished there had better be none at au.
A resolution was offered to prohibit all
publications in the future.
This was stronglv opposed bv many.

PRINTED ANYHOW.
It was also calied to the attention of

the conference that last summer, when
the small committee was wrestling in se¬

cret session behind closed and ....uu.d-U
doors the papers every morning had the
whole thing right or wrong.
Chairman Daniel and Judge Kendall. of

the Suffrage Committee gave testimony
to this effect in their opposition to tne
resolution, and their evidence produced
rounds of good natured laughter.
The resolution was overwhelmingly de¬

feated.
An armistice was then effected on tho

basis that ln future, roll-cail votes should
not be published in the papers. as it
was caiculated to produce a wronsr im¬
pression in the mazes and nncert.iin
emergencies of caucus action and confer¬
ence.

APPLTCATTON TN WRITING.
Mr. Meredith offered an amendment to

the Glass plan. to strike out that part of
section 3 which requires all voters after
the expiration of the temporary under¬
standing clause to "make appiication for
registrat'on in h's own ha-d-writing with
out aid or suggestion or the use of a

memorandum in the presence of the reg-
sitrar of the prec"nct in which h- re*ir'es
setting forth the name and residence of
his parents, his own name, age. place of
birth, his occupation and place of resi¬
dence at the time and for twelve months
prior to the date of his appiication.'*'
After an hour's debate, in which Messrs

Meredith. Flood, Gordon and Watson ad¬
vocated the amendment. and Messrs. Vv\
A. Anderson, Glass and Dunnaway op¬

posed, it was adopted by a vote of 30 to
28.

Afternoon Ses3fon.

The conference was in session nearly
an hour in the afternoon before thero
was sufticieut order for any one to under¬
stand what was being said or done. There
were several amendments offered to sec¬

tion three, ali of which were voted down,

except an amendment offered by Mr.
Glass, changing the verbiage oC the

clause, relating to the prepayment of a

poll tax previous to registration.
Dr. Mcllwaine made a live speech in

support of an amendment to section three.
He moved to strike out the words "de-
scendants" in the soldier clause, leaving
the exemptions to apply oniy to soldiers
and their sons. He made a strong speech
against any understanding or grand¬
father principle. His motion to strike «>ut

prevailed by a vote of 35 to 20.
Mr. Flood moved to reconsider the vote.

A motion was made to adjourn. but this
was defeated by a vote of 15 to 20.
Mr. Flood took the floor and had spoken

ten minutes in strong opposition to the
Mcllwaine amendment. He showed that
it would destroy all protection to thou¬
sands of white men in the State from tho
operation of tha property qualification, and
from the requirement in the temporary
understanding clause. When he bad

spoken ten minutes he yielded to a re¬

quest for a motion to adjourn. The mo¬

tion was defeated again by a vote of 2S

to 30, although lt was six o'clock.
Mr. Flood resumed his argument and

when he eoncluded. another motion was

made for adjournment.
CONFUSION AND DISQK*DE*R.
